Death Count Drops 


Texas Fatalities 
Defy New Trend

The nation’s traffic death 
toll for 1975 will drop by 
about 1,000 despite increased 
travel, the second straight 
yearly decline and the lowest 
death total in 14 years, ac­ 
cording to a UPI survey of 
the 50 states. 
Authorities 
are 
h ard­ 
pressed to explain the drop 
but suspect it is partially 
because of stricter en­ 
forcement of the 55 mile per 
hour speed limit. 
The latest traffic death 
figures from each state show 
a total of 42,599 fatalities 
compared with 43,492 for 
corresponding periods a 
year ago. 
When the energy crisis hit 
in late 1973, authorities had 
ready reasons for the decline 
in traffic 
fatalities from 
55.500 in 1973 to 46,200 in 1974. 
They attributed it to a 
drastic curtailment in travel 
and the newly imposed 
nationwide 55 mile per hour 
speed limit to save gas. 
But this year travel is up 
about 3 per cent from 1974, 
equal to the record year of 
1973, and side-road speed 
limits, lowered at the height 


of the energy crisis, are 
rising again. Still, the death 
total will be close to 45,000, 
assuring the lowest fatality 
rate per hundred million 
miles traveled since World

My personal view is that 
ability to afford something in 
no way justifies buying it. 
The history of this country 
would seem to indicate that 
our society has not always 
agreed with that approach. 
The difference now seems to 
be that more people are 
raising such questions.

mean I have ruined my 
fruitcake!” 
Generally speaking, ex­ 
piration dates are con­ 
servative 
If the salad 
dressing

refrigerated there should be 
no problem Rancidity of oil 
can be recognized by taste or 
smell. 
As for cinnamon, a leading 
spice packer says the flavor 
and aroma of ground cin­ 
namon generally will last a 
one year if properly stored, 
away from heat or moisture. 
Spices in racks above a sink 
or next to a stove could lose 
their potency. 
To check the freshness of 
ground cinnamon, take a 
whiff, lf it doesn’t smell 
strong, it probably has lost 
some flavor. In any case, no 
health hazard is involved

Are Diminishing

You can chalk up another ding-a-ling for those fuzzy- 
minded congressmen—the ones who are more concerned 
with catering to pressure groups than serving we-the-peopie. 
Come Thursday, Jan. I, US Postal Service will be 
yanking the copy-making machine out of the local postoffice. 
Why? Because Congress told them to do it. 
That’s about the Scroogiest move the bureaucrats have 
made in recent months. You can file it under the heading of 
“the public be damned” . 
Since 1972, copy machine manufacturers have placed their 
copiers in postoffice lobbies and shared the profits with the 
postal service. About 3,900 copiers were available in 
postoffices around the nation. 
Those modern-day marvels were a great convenience to 
folks wrestling with all the forms and reforms of today’s 
paper-happy world. Things such as tax returns, social 
security reports, insurance records -- all that red tape and 
systematic baloney. They are usually the trappings of a 
society more concerned with system than service. 
Those copy machines were especially convenient in rural 
areas and small towns. They were life-savers during late- 
night hours and weekends when a “mail or else” deadline 
was staring a fellowin the face. Or, pocketbook. 
Soon all that convenience will be kaput. It seems the 
National Office Products Assn. talked the House Small 
Business subcommittee, and the House Postal Service 
subcommittee, into yanking the machines. The lobbyist 
said putting copy machines in postoffices was a no-no, unfair 
to local merchants. The subcommittee members turned tail 
and ran. Now we’ll have to run all over town, looking for a 
place to make a xerox of junior’s birth certificate, or 
whatever. 
There goes another public service — of which we get 
darned little these days for taxes paid. At the very least, they 
could have tut the local merchant in on the deal. Let him 
service the machine and get a piece of the profits. That way 
the convenience could have been continued. 
Barring that, maybe we can get the local firehouse to hook 
up a copying machine in the front office. That way we-the- 
people could go on making our copies during off-hours — and 
the firemen could raise some extra money for the widows 
and orphans.

DEAR PO LLY — I accidentally got butter on a 
genuine leather suede handbag. I have tried using a 
degreaser on it, but it did not work. How can I remove 
this stain? — DOTTIE. 
DEAR DOTTIE — The longer a stain is on anything 
the harder it is to remove. Grease spots on suede can 
often be removed with a mixture of fine sawdust, a few 
drops of water and a dry cleaning solvent. Rub the mix­ 
ture on the spot and brush off. Talcum powder will 
sometimes remove such stains when they are f■ esh. 
Brush off with a suede brush. — POLLY. 


DEAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with the makers of elec­ 
tric stove burner bibs. They only put two large ones with four 
small ones in a package. I use more larger than smaller ones, 
so I build up quite a supply of small bibs. — VIRGIN IA. 
DEAR PO LLY — In your column I read a reader’s com­ 
plaint about the bad odor in some new fabrics. Your comment 
was the manufacturers reported they had not been able to cor­ 
rect this to date. I recently bought some 60-40g% polyester 
cotton to make a blouse. While sewing on it, I noticed the un­ 
pleasant odor, but since the windows were open I first thought 
it was from the outside. Later I found it impossible to wear the 
blouse because of the bad odor. So, I sprayed it well with that 
room spray used for eliminating cooking odors and then hung 
it outside in a strong wind for several hours. I repeated this 
and the odor was gone. I can now wear my blouse. — MAUDE. 
DEAR PO LLY — I am retired from the army and have 
removed many stokers from chrome plated car bumpers 
without the slightest damage. I use the water soluble type of 
paint stripper, carefully following the directions on the can 
and find this an effortless job. This will not harm the bumper 
but B E SU RE not to let any get on any painted surface of the 
car. — PAUL J.

DEAR PO LLY — One night my little girl fell asleep with 
gum in her mouth and what a mess in the morning. A big glob 
of it was stuck to her eyebrow as well as being mixed in with 
her beautiful long hair.
